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•The position of mayor requires a gTeat deal of time 
and effort and a great deal of assistance from the council 
and the public/' Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales said on Friday 
evening following his acclamation as mayor for 1944. N T . 
L. Mathews, K.C., town clerk and solicitor, served as re- 
turning officer and then presided over the public meeting 

that followed. 

"It is a position of great honor and great opportunity/* 
said Dr. Dales. "I can see with half an eye a peaceful revo- 
lution talcing place in the town of Newmarket.

The 
Circulation is about 21,009 books a 

year. 

•Xast year was a banner year 
for the town financially. Our 
financial position should be the 
envy of any town of this 6ixe in 
Canada. The pay-as-you-go policy 
has been strictly adhered to. We 
borrowed only $20,000 this year 
from the bank, and haven't owed 
the bank anything since June. 
Interest on bank borrowings once 
cost the town a mill, but this year 
only $261. Our current balance isj 
$32,000. Last year at this time it j 
was $12,000. 

"We should lend our encourage- 
ment and support to every war 
effort in this town. We are so 
comfortable In our homes, we 
should be thankful for a good 
many thing*, the strength of our 
country, the strength and courage 
of our young people, the wisdom 
of our leaders. 

-I hope that in 19« Xewmarket 
will see definite signs of progress, 
willingness to try new plans, tried 
out elsewhere but new to us. 

••Municipal councils must take a 
forward step in the education and 
development of the younger gener- 
ation—something that has been 
neglected for the almighty dollar. 
I don't know why the young fellows 
who walked the highways jobless 
took up arms in defence of their 
country- I*et Newmarket be a 
leader in making our town a little 
fcetter place for the kidg and those | 

who come after us." 

"In the county council we have ; 
adopted a pay-as-you-go policy the ' 
same as we have in Newmarket" 
said Reeve Fred A. Lundy. "In 
Newmarket this year we have 
disposed of $700 worth of property 
icclaimed at tax sales. The town 
got the $700 and got the land into 
the hands of the taxpayers. There 
are still a number of lots available. 
'■There has been an effort this 
year to relieve real estate of some 
of the burden. As you know, there 
are still a number of social services 
that the people— particularly the 
working people-should have, but 
unless we get some redress from 
legislative bodies greater than 
ourselves it is almost too great a 
burden for the municipality. 

There has been a very strong 
committee appointed in county 
council to deal with n post-war 
program and also to study some 
of the social services we should 
have. 

"It seems to be recognized that 
there will be a great influx of 
Industry from the old world. As I 
understand It, the British govern- 
ment has established In Canada a 
trade commissioner whose duty It 
will be to seek out the best places 
for industries to be established. X 
think we should be In a position to 
lake advantage of that, through 
the county and also doing what we 
can on our own. That Is in the 
capable hands of Mr. Vale. 

"Our local hospital is going to 
make a substantial addition. The 
generosity of private citizens is 
making that possible, rd like to 
see the hospital board Include 
space there that wilt make possible 
a clinic, so that the working man 
could pay according to his ability 
and when emergency arises he will 
feel free to take advantage of it. 
When an operation Is necessary In 
a working man's family. It Is a 
great financial blow." 

"It gives me an opportunity of 
expressing to the women who are 
working so hard sincere apprecia- 
tion of the work they r.re doing." 
said Dr. O. A. C. Gunton, who 
practises dentistry In /Aurora and 
Newmarket, and was nominated 
for reeve and deputy-reeve. "It Is 
work thnt badly needs to be done.

From my viewpoint 
the health of many children is 
atrocious, due to 
Today in the schools 
losing teeth, have 
mouths, and there is 
In Newmarket or Aurora or York 
county to take care of that situa- 
tion. Some of the country schools 
are farther ahead from the point 
of view of dental health than 
larger centres. 

"We had the same thing with 
the men in the armed services. 
Today we have a very efficient 
system of nutrition in the army." 

Dr. Gunton intended to qualify 
for the office of reeve, but he was 
advised by the returning officer 
that as he rented his office from 
the town, and the town Is not 
assessed, he could not qualify.

"I have come to the conclusion 
that county council is very necess- 
ary," Deputy-Reeve A. D. Evans 
said. "We are dealing with the 
very things Dr. Gunton Is discuss- 
ing." 

Referring to his work as chair- 
man of the Newmarket water and 
light committee. Mr. Evans said: 
"We took over the water and 
light department with a deficit. 
and now we have two or three 
mills surplus. Angus Morrison has 
been very capable." 

Mr. Kvans outlined a hospitaliza- 
tion plan being studied by York 
county council. 

Member of the council for four 
years, and chairman of the road 
and bridge committee for three 
years.

Possibly a clinic would be even 
better than a public health nurse. 
"Tne post-war program will be 
before the ian council. I think 
with Mr. Vale that we -should 
make an effort to get Industries. 
If Industries arc obtained, there 
will be jobs for our boys when 
they return. If solid Industries 
come to Newmarket that will pay 
respectable wages, then and then 
enly will there be no room for 
collective bargaining, no room for 
the Congress of Labor, no room for 
the C.I.O." 

"Whoever heads the Industrial 
committee for 1914 should take 
Immediate steps to see about post- 
war work," said Councillor Joseph 
Vale. "It Is the duty of the town 
council, of the industrial committee, 
to see that there Is ample work 
for those boys of ours when they 
return after the war. They 
should not be asked to go else- 
where. 

"We should seek industries, if 
they are being established under 
government help or otherwise. For 
myself I would be definitely 
opposed to a county unit of health. 
I think a public health nurse might 
be a very good thing, but I think 
perhaps I'd sooner tec a clinic 
along the lines of socialized medi- 
cine. 

"I don't think that a public 
health nurse is just what we need. 
We need a clinic where everyone 
could go and get the help they 

need, that Is, socialized medicine." 

"It has been a privilege to serve

The coffin of a 
Norwegian sailor, draped with 
the Norwegian flag, and the 
coffin of Gert Larsen, draped 
with the Danish flag, were car- 
ried by Norwegian sailors 
through the cemetery grounds to 
the crematorium. The Norwegian 
colors at half-mast and the de- 
tachment of Norwegian sailors 
preceded the coffins and they 
were followed by a number of 
Norwegian officers and the Nor- 
wegian naval chaplain. A num- 
ber of Danish residents and 
merchant navy officers attended 
the service. 

"During the service the Nor- 
wegian sailors with the colors 
paraded and the naval chaplain, 
who had come up specially from 
London, spoke very sincerely, 
not only for the Norwegian, but 
also for the Dane, who had 
joined under the Norwegian 
flag. 

"Capt. Lind of the Norwegian 
navy laid on each coffin a beau-

tiful wreath from H.M. King 
Haakon and one from the Nor- 
wegian navy. There werr also 
wreaths in red and white colors 
from Denmark, from the Danish 
legation and consulate-general, 
from the Danish council and 
the Danish recruiting office. 

"The ashes are meantime kept 
at the Columbarian and if you 
will kindly let me know whether 
you wish the same sent to Can- 
ada or, after the war, to Den- 
mark, same will be done at the 
expense of the Norwegian gov- 
ernment." 

Gert Larsen was born in 
Denmark 20 years ago, was 
brought to Canada when he was 
three years old and to Newmar- 
ket two years later. He grew up 
in Newmarket, 



Seven Men Seek Three 
North Gwillimbury Seats 



The nomination meeting for 
North Gwillimbury was held at 
Belhavcn on Friday. The attend- 
ance was not large and the meet- 
ing proceeded without any of the 
fireworks which In former days 
sometimes added Interest. 

When all nominations were In, 
Reeve Ross McMillan and Deputy 
Reeve Harold Glover were without 
competition, making the third con- 
secutive acclamation for both. 

Seven candidates appeared for 
the three council seats and all 
qualified to stay In the fight.

Several references were made by 
the speakers of the afternoon to 
the loss the community had sus- 
tained by the death of Councillor 
John Smith.

Reeve McMillan expressed hi? 
thnnks for another acclamation and 
Rave the audience a review of the 
township's nffnlrs. He called at- 
tention to n substantial Increase In 
the surplus account, a lower gen- 
eral tax rate nnd an improvement 
In tax collections. His opinion wns 
thnt the council's policy of careful 
spending nnd getting the township's 
finances in good shape was cor- 
rect and should be continued, as 
the post-war years might bring con- 
ditions not so favorable, 

Deputy-Reeve Glover also told 
the audience how he appreciated 
the acclamation given him nnd en- 
do-scd the reeve's remarks. 

The candidates for council and 
their sponsors addressed brief re- 
marks to the ntidlence. Ex-Reeve 
Ernest Spraguc, who was present, 
made a few happy remarks. At- 
tention of all the audience was 
called to the portraits or four North 
Gwillimbury reeves who had served 
as wardens of the county. The 
council had purchased these port- 
raits and had them placed on the 
walls of the Community hull. 

Reeve McMillan said thnt four 
wardens during the period when 
these men had served was a re- 
markable record for the township 
nnd said It indicated that the town- 
ship had been able to produce men 
worth-while.

OPINIONS ARE THE 
SPICE OF DEMOCRACY 

Citizens of Newmarket should pause a moment 
and say a word of thanks to the members of the 
town council and public school board who have 
served the town so well during the past year (and 
years). Particularly should the town say thanks 
to two retiring members of the public school 
board, Frank Bothwell, with 18 years of service 
to his credit, and R. L. Pritchard, with ten years 
of service. These men have attended countless 
meetings, made countless visits to the schools, 
and have taken an unflagging interest in the wel- 
fare of the teachers and pupils. 

The mayor, reeve, deputy-reeve and six coun- 
cillors have all been faithful to their duties dur- 
ing the past year, and have acted for the beat as 
they saw it. The most difficult issue of the year 
was the question whether or not Newmarket was 
to engage a Victorian Order nurse. Mayor Dales 
promised a year ago that the council would con- 
tribute {oward the cost, and it seemed that, by 
their silence, most of the other councillors ap- 
proved of his pledge. Dr. Dales did his best to 
carry out the promise, and Councillors Spillette 
and Perks stood by him. It was not their fault 
that the grant was not made, and the other 
councillors were entitled to oppose such a grant. 

However, it seems inconsistent for these other 
councillors to oppose a grant for a Victorian 
Order nurse, something easily within the read? 
of the town, something which would have proved 
of considerable help to the people of the town, 
and then, as they did at Friday night's nomina- 
tion meeting, to advocate grandiose schemes for 
a public health clinic at York County -hospital 
combined with a system of insurance which 
would enable people to pay in a moderate 
premium in return for whatever medical services 
they might from time to time need. Such a 
clinic would be preferable to a public health 
nurse, but not a substitute for a public health 
nurse. In fact, such a clinic would probably need 
at least two full-time nurses, and there would 
still be need for a public health nurse or V.O.N. 
nurse to visit schools and homes. 

By advocating even more elaborate social ser- 
vices than the public has asked for, these coun- 
cillors, led by Mr. Lundy, admit the need for 
medical services, but by their refusal to do the 
easy, obvious thing and their expressed 
preference for the grandiose, and presently im- 
possible thing, they make progress impossible. 
That just makes a game of the trials, worries and 
toil of the town's mothers. The other day a 
young Newmarket mother turned her back for a 
moment and one of the children thrust the baby's 
leg against a hot stovepipe. Apparently the 
mother felt she could not afford to call a doctor 
at a cost of three dollars and so she went in 
search of a neighbor who knew how to dress a 
burn. Had there been a V.O.N. nurse she could 
have called her in for SO cents, or nothing, if she 
couldn't afford to pay. That is but one example. 
There are hundreds of homes whore a V.O.N. 
nurse could give comfort and help. What a god- 
send one would have been during this "flu" 
epidemic! 

Mr. Lundy talks of "strong committees" at 
York county council to study .social services. 
York county council has been talking and Study- 
ing for years, but it just waits for the federal or 
provincial government to take action. Certainly 
federal health insurance is coming but the money 
to pay for it is coming at least partly out of the 
average man's pay envelope. We can't dodge the 
cost of these services, whether we raise the 
money through municipal, provincial or federal 
government, and when we have health insurance 
we will still need a public health nurse or a 
I V.O.N, nurse and maybe a couple of them. 

While we disagree with decisions made, we 
still think that Newmarket's 1043 councillors 
have done a good job and deserve a word of 
appreciation.

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To while away the minutes of waiting which 
preceded the 9 p.m. (last Saturday) deadline for 
qualification by municipal nominees, three mem- 
bers of the 1943 (Messrs. Lundy, Evans and 
Spillette) Newmarket town council read the editor 
of this newspaper a lecture for allegedly aiding 
and abetting some of the ladies of the Newmarket 
Home and School Association in trying to induce 
new men to offer themselves for the council. 

Their complaint is that it will cost the town 
$300 to elect one man to the council. The six 1943 
(excluding mayor, reeve and deputy-reeve) 
councillors and one new nominee qualified for 
election. The public must choose six of the seven. 
They admitted that the new man nominated was 
a good man, but they thought that there should 
either be a number of new candidates or none. 

There is a problem there, but have our friends 
the answer? Should a man nominated for public 
office not qualify so that he will not cause an 
election? And if an election is to be avoided by 
someone refraining from qualifying, would it not 
be better for one of the present councillors to 
drop out and make way for a new man? Isn't one 
new man each year in a council of nine a good 
idea? But isn't the idea of avoiding an election a 
mistaken one? 

Councillor Wm. Dixon said on Friday evening 
that he believed in an election and that he would 
be a candidate if there was an election. On other 
occasions, other years, he has gone farther and 
said that he would not be a candidate unless 
there was a contest. 

One of our councillor friends said that he would 
like to see either 12 contenders for the six council 
seats or none. Yet there never would be six new 
contestants if each waited, before qualifying, to 
make sure that there were going to be five other 
new contestants. The good citizen, who has been 
nominated and sees his way clear to serving, will 
step forward and qualify regardless of what others 
may do. A year ago two new men qualified for 
the council in addition to the six members of the 
1942 council. One of those candidates was defeated 
and the other came fourth among the six elected. 

At the same time there were six contestants (all 
new) for three school board seats, and so there 
was more to vote about last year. This year there 
were even more nominees for the three two-year 
school board terms, but it turned out that only 
three candidates qualified. Perhaps some did not 
qualify because three had already qualified and 
the former either did not want to enter a contest 
or did not want to cause an election. But is that 
the way .to select school trustees (or councillors)? 
Are the first three or the first six to qualify to be 
declared trustees or councillors, or should all who 
feel so inclined qualify and let the public make the 
decision? Are extra council nominees to wait to 
see if there is going to be a school board election 
before they qualify and cause an election, and are 
extra school board nominees to wait and see if 
there is going to be a council contest before they 
qualify? Or should they go ahead and offer their 
services, as the statutes provide, and let the public 
make its choices? 

Supposing that this year's councillors had an- 
nounced a couple of weeks ago that they were 
going to return to office and that they- did not 
want anyone to run against them, so that the 
town would be saved the expense of an election, 
they could have been sure of someone to contest 
every scat on the council. The public might be 
wrong, just as it may have been wrong when »t 
turned down the two-year term, but this is the 
way it would have reasoned; "You are going to 
save us $300, but you handle a business of over 
S100.000. and if you don't want an election then 
we do." 

Our council friends thought that • the brave 
handful of ladies who attendee! the meeting, and 
made quite a few nominations, were "inter- 
fering" in town business, were "trying to run the 
council as well as the school board." As a matter 
of fact, they did a good job, and it was not their 
fault that most of those nominated did not choose 
to qualify. 

The quarrel, if there is any quarrel, should be 
not with those who did attend and did take an 
interest, but with those who did not attend. We 
did not make a count, but our guess is that there 
were possibly three dozen men at the meeting 
and a little more than half a dozen ladies. It 
would have been a sorry nomination meeting if 
the ladies had not been there. 

In conclusion, we nominate as Newmarket's 
best citizens of the week the mayor, reeve, 
deputy-reeve and six 1943 councillors (inclusive 
of our three critics) who qualified for re-election, 
the 1942-43 school board member who qualified, 
and particularly the candidates who have offered 
their Services for the first time; the three new 
members of the school board, and the new 
candidate for the council.

Demonstrating the Important ex- 
tent to which it is participating in 
the financing of the war, the Bank 
of Montreal publishes Us 126th 
annual financial statement, showing 
substantial increases in Its main 
features, with resources at tho high- 
est figure in Its history. The state- 
ment which Is In Ub customary 
form, shows assets of $1,313,000,000 
which Is 1138,000,000 above the prev- 
ious record figure of a year ago. 

Profits nt $3,302,834 show a alight 
increase over the figure for 19*2 
when the bank reported earnings of 
$3,283,018, and represent 4.30 per- 
cent of the capital, reserve and un- 
divided profits, compared with 4^1 
percent last year. 

Increased taxes have practically 
offset the effect of enlarged gross 
earnings. At a figure nearly $37o> 
000 higher than In 1942, the bank's 
dominion government tax bill for 
tha current year amounted to 12,- 
913,000. Of this amount $165,000 Is

Thanks For Splendid Job, 
Yanks Tell Aurora Boy 



The American "Flying Fort- 
ress" was plainly in trouble as 

it struggled back to base, out of 
formation and with half its tail 
shot away after a recent daylight 
raid on Le Bourget. But circling 
about, like anxious chicks 
around a stricken hen, were two 
Canadians Spitfire* which saw 
it safely home. 

They were part of an escort 
of all-Canadian fighter squad- 
rons, commanded by Wing Com- 
mander L. V. Chadburn, D.S.O., 
D.F.C.. of Aurora, who that day 
himself shot down an ME109 
from the force of more than 30 
German fighters which had 
attacked the same formation. 

"We play a lot with the 
Americans," grinned Wing Com- 
mander Chadburn, as he shoved 
an official message blank across 
the desk. 

"American bomber crews en- 
thusiastically grateful for splen- 
did cover provided today by 
your Spitfire pilots," the message 
read, and it was signed by Brig- 
adier-Genera! F. L. Anderson, 
commanding general of the 
bomber command. U.S. 8th army 
air force. 



The lanky youngster with 
smiling blue eyes, who received 
that message and led the escort- 
ing Canadians, is one of the 
youngest wing commanders in 
the R.C.A.F. i 

He had tried to join ;■ the ser- 
vice—any service— right after 
he graduated in commerce from 
Northern Vocational school, Tor- 
onto, in 1938. 

"The Canadian air force 
wouldn't take me, and neither 
would the navy or the R.A.F.," 
he recalls, with a chuckle. "So I 
went to work. I" was in the 
Bank of Toronto, and a tea com- 
pany, in Toronto for some time, 
and was with General Motors in 
Oshawa when I was finally 
accepted as an air gunner by 
the R.C.A.F. in April, 1940. 

He soon remustered to "pilot," 
and since his arrival in England 
has been credited with eight 
enemy aircraft destroyed. He 
has also destroyed one "E" boat, 
and, getting ambitious, attacked 
a destroyer with damaging re- 
sults off the Dutch coast. In 
August, 1943, he was awarded 
the D.S.O.

isns In their lifetime. There Is 
little doubt in our mind but that 
Kingston will have Its position sus- 



tained. It Is too bad to aee any 
argument about the subject; when it 
la to be a national shrine amd com- 
memorate the garne^hich ha* 

brought international fame to Can- 
ada. 

Baseball chose authentically 
enough Cooperstown, N.Y., the- 
birthplace of th game's founder, 
Abner Doubleday, as lt 9 shrine 
despite its location, but it is near 
the big baseball centres and easily 
reached by tourists. According to 
the research work or Frank F 
Menke of New York, Halifax on 
purely historical basis has perhape 
the beat claim, as hockey was first 
played there by Scottish regiments 
long before Confederation. There is 
not much doubt, however, that both 
Montreal and Kingston played in 
the 80*s the game that really devel- 
oped Into the present game of 
hockey and have fostered the game 

much more than Halifax 

As a matter of fact in recent 
years the Marltlmes would not have 
been able to field senior teams with- 
out importing players from Ontario 
and the west. It seems a bit 
strange to u 5 that Halifax has to 
depend on the historical researches 
of a so-called American authority 
to substantiate Its claim. The 
choice having been made, It would 
be better for all concerned to put 
their shoulders to the wheel and 

erect a suitable edifice and bury 
the hatchet.
